Dear Friends of the Diocese, | 
3 My last letter in the Bulletin was written on April 23rd and 
expressed the hope that I might be back in China by the end of 
September or the beginning of October. This hope it seemed might 
be realised, for I was offered a passage by air to Chungking on the 19th 
inst. It seemed too good to be true for, sad as it is to say goodbye, to 
think that by the end of this month I might be right back on the spot 
in my diocese was wonderful. These hopes were short-lived, alas! — 
Within 24:hours, spent chiefly in busy preparation, a ‘phone message 
came through to say that the Government required 40 additional — 
passages, sO mine must be postponed. November 26th is given as a 
provisional date, but I trust that maybe a vacancy will soon occur into 
which I can drop—as I did. at Calcutta on the way home—at 24 hours’ | 
notice. Or should a sea passage be offered shortly, I might take that. 
God knows my desire to be back as soon as may be for the sake of the 
Church and its work in the diocese, so I can quietly commit the 
provision of transport to Him. Probably my departure, when it does 
come, will be at short notice; perhaps, please God, before this is in 

your hands. These months away have been profitable in that Ihave got. __ 
- the change needed to our home climate: and been able to do a good 
deal for the diocese here in this land; but one feels—and no doubt it is — 
‘true—that much good work just. awaits my return for its realisation;

Until we have more fully recovered from all qur losses sustained 
through the war, I do not feel—seeing that we have two such splendid 
Archdeacons—that we should immediately seek a successor as 
Assistant Bishop. |

The family is making its final preparations for a fortnight’ ‘= sj 


holiday in Anglesey this month, and I am typing this letter now so 


that Miss Hughes-Hallett and the printer. will be spared the task of 


trying to decipher my handwriting. 
A very happy and successful Synod was held last May i in -Chengtu. 


It was preceded by a few days’ quiet waiting upon God, and by the — 


workers in the Diocese and a few lay-representatives listening to 
lectures that stimulated their religious and intellectual lives. A sum- 
mary of their decisions in Synod would be too long for this letter, but 
it is encouraging to know that their very first resolution was, “ That the 
propagation of the Gospel shall be regarded as of the very first im- 
portance in the work of the diocese,.and that it. shall have the first 
Claim upon ougmresources.”

- booked for us then. We hope to go with a team of Church Army 


workers, and possibly a doctor témporarily for Mienchu Hospital. 


_ While writing of new workers, it is encouraging news to us all, 
that C.M.S. have approved of the appointment of Miss Una Nash to 


~ Mienchu Hospital, and of the Rev. A. Lee to work in the Diocese for 
this term of service at least. I have seen some of the letters that the 


latter has written, and it is quite evident that he has gifts for friendship 
with the Chinese which will make his work most effective in our midst. 
It is probable that he will be located to Mienyang to work in the 
Church and School there. News has also arrived of the departure of 
the Rev. R, Bowie from Australia with Miss A. Jones. After a year’s 
study of the Chinese language, it is hoped that he will be able to 


study for his degree at West China Union University. This is a new 


departure for our Diocese, and will be an interesting experiment. In 
England there are now several Oxford and Cambridge men who are 
interested in the Diocese, and it is possible that some of them will be 
able to come out to us in a few years’ time. Also, in Australia. there 
are two or three students at Moore College who are very interested in 
China and are already feeling the ‘ _ . ‘in that direction. wa us 


remember all these in prayer. — 


It speaks very highly of .the Rev. D. Sargent, that oe W.C.U. U. | 


want him to head up the religious activities of the University. There 


is no doubt that he is admirably suited for this post, but as it is one 


that calls for full-time service, Synod feels that it cannot release him 
for this at present. With the advent of other workers in West China, 

and by making further adjustments in our organisation, it may be 
possible for such an allocation to take place in the future. 


Dr. and Mrs. Holth arrived safely i in England in May and shortly | 
afterwards went on to their home in Norway. C.M.S. has now 


received them into full membership of the Society, and we are 
delighted to think of them working with us in West China as such. 
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Dr. Holth is hoping to come to Wycliffe Hall, Oxford, for next term, 
_and I trust it will be possible for many of you to meet him. while = Is 
in England. 

Miss Bertha Hensman will siobably be the next C.M. S. missionary 
‘to set off for West China. She will travel vid America and probably - 
get‘ her Ph.D. on the way. She is to become head of the English | 
Department of the W.C.U.U. Miss Elder and Miss B. Jackman hope 
to leave England in October. The tide has turned therefore, and 
workers are beginning to flow back. Our greatest need in West 
China is the calling out and preparation of more Chinese workers. 
- Women workers especially have become very short, and it is hoped 
that Deaconess Stewart at scam de will be able to lead the Diocese 
_ to face this problem afresh. 


I am gradually getting over the effects of a very aisle. programme ~ 
of deputation work. The memory of the Oxford Diocesan Missionary 
Festival is a happy one to take back to China. The Bishop of Oxford — 
and two other Bishops led a Holy Communion Service in the 
Cathedral in the morning, at which service I preached, and then in the 
afternoon the Bishop of Singapore spoke of his experiences in a 
Japanese Conceptration Camp and of the Grace of God which was 
sufficient for all his needs. In the evening, the High Commissioner for 
India was the speaker. As many as 1,000 people were present on 
these. occasions. Experiences of travelling in China can be more or | 
less duplicated in England, though in much more comfortable circum- 
stances. In order to get from one centre to another in time, one has 
known what it meant to sleep in a Waiting Room in a station alone 
all night, and then. to travel as a “ Yellow Fish” (the Chinese term 
for one who gets a free ride or privileged seat) early the next morning 
on any vehicle that was —— The “ Waiting Room” was a lap 
of Juxury!

EVAN GELISM—OPPORTUNITIES AND PROBLEMS. 
_ By Bishop Maxwell. | 


(Reprinted by permission from the Chengtu Newsletter of July, 1946.) 
| The anti-foreign and anti-Christian movement that was so vocal — 

in China in the decade 1923 to 1933, made it difficult for the Church | 
to gain a hearing for its message. Evangelistic meetings were often 
broken up by the derisive remarks of groups of students who attended, 
and obnoxious slogans were liberally placarded in town and markets: 
so that Chinese and missionaries were prevented from doing any 
effective preaching. A visible change in the attitude of: non-Christians 


came in the years 1934-35 when the Five Years’ Christian Movement 


had gained its greatest momentum, and when Christians had regained 


their confidence and sense of vocation. From 1935 to the present time, 


the Church has been confronted with opportunities for evangelism 
that it has never had before, and the conviction of many Christian| 
leaders, in the Government as well as in the Church, is that such 

- Opportunities will increase in the post-war days. . What the oppor-. 
tunities for evangelism are now, and what are some of the 
attendant problems of - work, wa be discussed frankly in this 


article. 


There are mixed. views with regard to the asiieatiiai of evangelis- 
tic work in Christian Universities. | Some people feel that these | 
Universities are suffering spiritually from too much control on the | 
part of the Government, from a curriculum that is overcrowded, and 
a war situation that blunts the finer senses. Others speak of a warm 
and ready response on the part of the students in the many Bible- 
Classes which are held, and of well-attended services on Sundays. 
On one point at least there seems to be unanimity of opinion, and that 
is that great opportunities are now opening up for the Christian Church | 
in Government Universities and Schools. Perhaps the most outstanding 
case of this in W. China is at the Szechwan Government University, 
where a large and influential Christian fellowship has been formed. _. 
Bishop Song i is in touch with this satiated and is ying’ to bring some 
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of its tiémbers inté contact with St. John’s Church, Chengtu. That 
this is not proving easy must be admitted. The University is some | 
_ distance away from the Church, and war-time cost of ricksha fares 


is almost prohibitive. But there is a much more fundamental problem _ 


to be faced than that, and that is the aversion of many students to 
joining a Church at all. Joining a student Christian fellowship is one 
: thing; aligning oneself with a Church that embraces all types of people 
is quite another. And yet unless students take this second step they 
will never understand the deep significance of membership in the Body 
of Christ, or catch a glimpse of the rich contribution they could make 
to their countrymen through united worship and service. Very wisely, — 
therefore, the C.H.S.K.H. throughout China is planning for the en- 
listment of young men and women who will come to China to help 
forge these links. 
Evangelistic work in Government htaaints 3 is now possible in every 
_ parish in this Diocese, and in some’ parishes is meeting with partial 
ssuccess. In a few cases openings have been due to the fact that clergy - 
in these war days have been allowed to supplement their salaries by 
teaching in local schools, or missionaries have undertaken to teach 
conversational English in the schools and the students have come for 
Bible-Classes in the Church. As one who travels round the Diocese 


twice a year, I can witness to the useful contacts that have thus been 


established in the majority of the parishes. Honesty obliges me to — 
affirm, however, that the spiritual challenge which is made to these 
young lives too often lacks that cutting edge which leads to radical 
conversion and whole-hearted service. This is a situation which calls 


- for serious consideration if deep and permanent work is to be done. — 


Lack of consecration and prayer on our part has probably much to 
do with it, but we also.geed more workers out here with definitely 
evangelistic gifts and_ training, and with a programme that will cap- 
tivate the imagination of these young lives, and/in some cases lead 
‘them on to full-time service in the Church. 

_ Opportunities for evangelism abound in every parish for pos who 
are alive to them. Religious discussion classes’for the old-time literati; 
English. Bible-Classes for modern China; -magic-lantern services in 
_ Church; the use of Visual-Evangelism Posters in the Preaching-Hall; 
courtyard meetings in the homes of Christians; a special series of 
| meetings for children; -the visitation of patients in hospital; weekly 

meetings in prisons ; these are some of the many types of evangelism 
that can be used in the ci Results vary from parish to parish, 
according to the it of the Church, ability of the workers, | 
and the temperament and attitudes of the local people. The latter is 
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“a very important factor, and in any fecore planning will need to receive 
rhore attention than it has done in the past. There is at least one parish 

in the Diocese, for instance, that has worn out several devoted workers, 
and they have little to show to-day for their efforts. Had they worked 
_ elsewhere, where the Holy Spirit was already manifestly at work, 
they would not have been so disappointed now. God’s Spirit is not | 
bound, and He will lead us to spheres of work and opportunity that © 


-. we had never contemplated. When the workers at Hanchow, for 


- example, gave up the work at a certain centre in despair, three or 
_ four of the Christians who had attended the services at this centre 
went back to their farmsteads and started services in the country. 
Forty or fifty of them now meet weekly for worship in a farmstead and 
their leader is a woman with little education, but with a heart ablaze 
for God and with a gift for prevailing prayer. This leads one to say’ 
that much could be written about evangelistic work in the country, but 
perhaps the two most apposite statements that could be made would be, 

(1) Up to the present we have hardly touched the fringe of the rural 
population, and (2) Where we have engaged upon the work, we have 
met for the most part with encouraging results. In post-war days we 


a will have to tackle this problem much more seriously, and through. = 


tent-campaigns, Farmers’ Bible-Schools, and the training of lay 
workers, penetrate to a much larger proportion of the innumerable 


markets in this populous Diocese. 


The opportunities and problems of evangelism are closely 
to the question of personnel. Obviously it should be for the Chinese © 
themselves to assume leadership in this work. They speak the lan- 
guage, and know the thoughts of the non-Christian, much better than 
the Westerner does. But that the Chinese should be left almost entirely | 
to do this work themselves, while the Westerner engages in other forms 
of pastoral and training work, is now an outworn idea. Some of the 
best evangelists. in China to-day are terners, and the Chinese 
evangelists would be among the first to admit this. Men and women 
who have a gift for evangelism in the West, therefore, and are sensitive 
‘at all times to the need for adaptation in methods and presentation of | 
the message, are likely to have a valuable contribution .to make out 
here. For such people the Church in China is asking. They wifl be 
expected to work shoulder to shoulder with Chinese colleagues. Some 
~ will be needed for mobile teams and the steady work that has to be 
done week-in, week-out in the average parish; others will be needed for - 
Universities, Schools and Hospitals. But one and all will be expected, 
as Bishop Song reminded us in one of his Diocesan letters, to make
